: Route 3 are reminded that their 
house Is also 100 years .old. 
It's a happy birthday for the 
old house, too, because the George's 
have recently rescued It from, the 
Ignoble fate of being a hay barn 
and a refuse for skunks, 'possums 
and other such transient tenants 
and have restored It to It* right- 
ful status. Despite Its last year's 
role as hay barn, this year it Is 
a home again. A pleasant cherry 
one It Is, too, and the owners are 
downright proud of it. 
The house, now fondly 
called 
Hamilton Hill, was constructed In 
1848 of lumber hauled from Beau- 
mont by ox-cart. It was built In the 
prevalent style of the day with two 
large 
rooms on each side of an 


open "dog-trot" and a shed room 
across the back. 


Wooden Fegi Used 
Hand-hewn oak sills with wood- 
en pegs were used for foundation, 
peeled cedar for rafters and light- 
er parts of the 
framework and 
white pine for the Interior. 
The original flooring of random- 


width white pine Is still Intact in 
most of the house, and although a 
few of the boards zlg when they 
should zag, Mrs. George gays she 
wouldn't think of replacing them. 
She claims It looks just like the 
flooring In Arlington House, Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee's home, even 
to the depressed nail holes. 


One of the most Interesting fea- 
tures of Hamilton Hill Is Its doors. 
All are over four feet wide and 
nearly all have their original hard- 
ware. Their brass keys are

One of the things that is 


the matter with Congress is 


a bill establishing a World 
Health Organization.

"intent of the people of Coralcana 
when they voted the charter must 
be considered." 
He noted one provision of the 
charter seta forth the manner in 
which ordinances shall be passed 
BO it would not be necessary 
in 
another clauss to specify that an 
ordinance should be passed In a 
manner conforming to the general 
laws. He also noted in the char- 
ter 32 other references to ordi- 
nances making provision for exe- 
cution of powers of local self-

City Commission Meeting 


CITY MANAGER FOR 
CORSICANA EYED AT 
COMMISSION SESSION 


FUNDS TO BE SHORT 
TEMPORARILY; SOME 
MONIES TRANSFERRED 


Th« city commission mi * whole 
was given Its first out-in-the-open 
Indication Tuesday afternoon that 
a move might be made to obtain 
a city manager. 


The revelation. came after the 
matter of hard, cold dollars had 
reared its ugly head. 
City Secretary J. Preston Welch 


informed the commlaaion that both 
the street and general funds were 
overdrawn. Pointing to $18,387 In 
the •water fund, Welch suggested 
$10,000 be transferred to the gen- 
eral fund and $5000 to the street 
fund. 
He further suggested that 


$5000 be transferred from 
the 
parking meter fund to the street 
fund. 


The commission did this, and 
was Informed that cash with which 
to operate the city would run out 
t>y Sept. 1. There always Is 
a 


lull in the money department just 
before the annual tax money starts 
coming in, beginning in October. 
Will Cash Bonds. 


Of the $50,000 in U. S. War Sav- 
ings Bonds, Series 'G', that the 
water department holds, it was 
decided to cash In $25,000 and the 
mayor was authorized to make 
he sale. 


Welch had told the commission 
that it couldn't- get past Sept. 1 
on present revenue, and that It 
would take Just about that long 
to obtain the bond money. 
Edgar Rlttersbacher, water com- 


missioner, analyzed the financial 
situation by saying that the 1948-49 
oudget anticipated 
sale of the 


bonds, but that scarcity of needed 
material made the possibility re- 
mote.

22, 1948, an opinion was requested 
as to whether 'persons who ar« ex- 
empt from the payment of a poll 
tax by reason of having attained 
the ase of 21 |n the year of elec- 
tion must have obtained an ex- 
emption certificate In order to be 
legal votaers and whether it Is 
also necessary that such exemp- 
tion certificates be obtained from 
the tux collector on or before Jan- 
uary 31, 1948. 


"An opinion handed down by 
the attorney general's department 
in June, 1940, holds that it lg nec- 
essary 
for 
such 
persons 
even 


though they do not residn in a 
city of 10,000 Inhabitants or more 
to obtain exemption certificates on 
or before January 31 of the year 
In which they offer to vote. The 
attorney general's department stat- 
ed by telephone that this opinion 
Is still effective and was not al- 
tered by a recent Supreme Court 
decision dealing with old age ex- 
emptions."
